The  railway  con- 
cedes to  the  siiippens  an  area  at  the  0am- 
boa  niarilinie  station  measuring  only 
15X20  metres, wliich  can  not  be  exceed- 
ed, and  the  ]irincipal  firm  ofexjjort- 
ers  has  constructed  a  substantial  ]iier 
at  its  own  cost  for  shipping  purposes, 
which  the  railway  uses  at  pleasure,  and 
also  a  side  track  for  loaded  wagons  at 
the  di.scharging  place.

Now,  what  may  we  expect  from  those 
other  classes  who  are  equally  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  country,  and  far 
more  responsible  for  its  misfortunes? 
Are  the  sacrifices  to  come  from  the 
bondholders  and  guaranteed  railway 
shareholders  alone,  or  will  all  classes 
unite  to  make  the  burden  conunon  ? 
We  have  heard  much  of  the  dedication 
and  patriotism  of  the  army  ;  ])crhaps  a 
few  sacrifices  for  the  salvation  of  the 
national  treasury  can  be  made  there  ! 
If  we  are  rightly  informed,  there  are 
not  more  than  fifteen  or  ,sixteen  thous- 
and men  actually  in  service  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  though  tlie  nominal  strength 
of  the  army  is  28,000  men.  This 
nominal  force,  we  are  further  informed, 
is    maintained    by    skeleton    battalions.

TiTK  exceptional  number  of  fires  on 
Friday  la.st  (St.  John's  day)  and  the 
unusual  display  of  fireworks  on  that 
day  is  an  object  lesson  which  the  muni- 
cipal government  ought  not  to  ignore.

Why  should  this  country  have  main- 
tained a  half  dozen  schools  of  that  class 
for  so  many  \-ears,  wlien  other  richer 
and  larger  countries,  with  much  'lar- 
ger armies,  manage  to  get  along  with 
only  one  each  ?  Up  to  the  clo,se  of  the 
'past  year,  or  early  part  of  the  current 
vear,  Brazil  had  three  military  schools, 
a  superior  military  college,  a  sergeant's 
school,  and  some  sort  of  instruction  at 
Realengo  and  one  of  the  military  estab- 
lishments in  Rio  Grande  do  Sub  Some- 
thing over  twelve  hundred  students 
and  cadets  figured  on  the  rolls  of  tliese 
schools,  and  that  too  in  a  country  where 
the  effective  military  force  was  so  heavi- 
ly over-officered.  Here,  too,  there  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  retrenchment. 
There  is  an  impression— and  we  will 
not  .say  that  it  is  correct— that  these 
schools  have  been  maintained  and  en- 
larged for  the  gratuitous  education  and 
stdjsequent  life  employment  of  the  sons 
of  men  who  have  been  entrusted  with 
the  government  of    the  country.     The

—  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  direct  cable 
rates  from  New  York  to  Hm/.il  are  higher  than 
those  via  London,  The  direct  rate  to  Rio  is 
jti.^Sa  word,  to  Pei-iuiinbuco  $\.\\  ;  and  to 
Argentina,  Uruguay  and  Paraguay  ;?i.

— The  Cia.  Agricola  e  Commercial  do  Bra/.ll 
has  gone  into  liquidation.  The  first  meeting 
of  siiaiehohlers  since  ifiq^  was  held  on  the 
30th  ult.,  when  the  president  of  the  company 
adinilted  that  there  were  over  five  hundred 
Iransaclinns  effected  wliicli  liad  not  l>i;eu 
iii,scril)ed  in  the  lialance-sheet.  This  led  to 
a  prompt  prnposil  for  the  li(pudatinn  of  the

— The  cable  SEiys  that  tlie  United  Stales 
senate  has  granted  a  charter  to  the  Inter- 
national American  Bank,  which  has  been  iu- 
oro  since  the  Pan-American  congress,  and  also 
that  the  house  of  represenlativi.-.s  will  surely 
pass  the  bill.  We  do  not  see  that  the  bank  is 
really  needed  in  tliis  part  of  the  world,  but 
tliere  are  parties  who  want  to  create  it  and 
give  it  a  trial.  The  field  is  open  and  it  will 
have  a  fair  chance, 

—'I'hei^.  \':i\\]o /}iaiio  Popnhit  of  tlie  23rd 
is  informed  tliat  some  banks  in  that  city  were 
exacting  a  discount  of  two  per  cent  on  the 
looj  notes  of  the  5th  and  6tli  eslampa  paid  in 
over  their  counters,  Tlie  Di/iiia  very  properly 
denounces  tliis  as  a  scandal.  The  money  is 
legal  tender  to  the  end  of  the  month  and  no 
one  has  a  right  to  impose  a  discount  upon  it, 
and  we  very  much  doubt  that  any  one  can 
refuse  to  receive  it. 

—The  municipal  chamber  of  S.  Paulo  has 
authori-/,ed  the  intendant  of  police  and  hygiene 
to  contract  with  Carneiro  tt  Co.  for  supplying 
the  population  with  two-thirds  of  the  f'resii 
meat  required,  the  trade  in  the  other  third 
being  free.  The  contractors  have  a  very 
appropriate  name  and  ought  to  he  able  at 
least  to  keep  the  city  supplied  wdth  mutton. 
Smalwyt  says  that  it  may  turn  out  bv  and  by 
that  the  city  has  altogether  too  uuich  nuilton. 

—  For  the  half  year  ending  31st  Decendier 
last  tlie  revenue  of  the  Brazilian  Submarine 
Telegraph  amounteil  to  £  loo.yra,  and  the 
working  expenses  to/'  26,166.  After  providing 
for  other  expenses  the  available  balance  was 
/,'69,5Sij,  to  whicli  was  added  the  halaiice  of 
2  7,221,  brought  forward.  In  commemoration 
of  the  Queen's  Jubilee,  and  of  the  25th  an- 
niversary of  the  company,  a  bonus  of/' 4, 139 
was  granted  to  the  staff.  I'wo  interim  dividends 
had  been  paid,  amounting  to  /  39,000,  and

fund. 

TiiK  A'i'tc  York  Coiui'ifiriu/  ol  Jlay  iSth 
publishes  a  statement  which  is  of  great  inter- 
est to  northern  Brazil.  It  is  slated  that  n 
chemist  in  the  employ  of  a  glucose  refining 
conijiany  has  accidentally  discovered  a  process 
by  which  rubber  can  be  made  from  corn  oil. 
It  is  similar  to  rubber,  and  in  some  respects  is 
said  to  be  superior,  as  it  is  not  liable  to  crack 
or  degenerate  in  time  when  manufactured  into 
mackintoshes,  and  is  capable  of  standing  more 
pressure  than  the  original  article.  !n  view  of 
the  inexhaustible  quinlily  of  corn  oil  which 
can  be  produced,  it  may  be  foreseen  that,  if 
.successful,  this  new  substance  will  greatly 
revolutionize  the  rubber  trade.
